PARIS, Oct, 17—Successes for 
French in the Artois district and in 
Lorraine are reported in today's of- 
ficial statement by the war office. 
Southeast of Neuville St. Vaast, in the 
former region, 4 strong ‘barracade 
was seized and held against strong 
counter attacks. in Lorraine 100 
mcters of trenches were captured to 
the north of Rellon. French airmen 
have bombarded a Germany provision 
post at Maizieres d’Azoudange and the 
Avricourt railroad station.

PETROGRAD, Oct. 17 — On the 
Russian front the Germans attacked 
in the Chichkova district, ‘but were 
outflanked and cut off, many being 
captured. ‘The Germans have taken 
the offensive south of Riga and forced 
the Russians out of their positions, 
capturing some prisoners and guns. 
On the pest of the eastern front the of- 
fensive remains in the hands of the 
Russians who are attacking iwest of 
Dvinsk, in the centre and to the south 
of the Pripet river.

PROMINENT ONTARIO FARMERS 
VISIT EDMONTON DISTRICT 


Are Looking Over District With View of Securing Pasturage For 
Cattle—Acreage in Vermilion Valley Has Been Selected. 
Are Much Pleased With Prospect—-Prominent 
Eastern Men Are in the Party. 


A party of forty-five prominent 
farmers, live stock men and ‘business 
men from different points in Ontarlo, 
arrived in the city yesterday morning 
over the (C\NVR. The varty is in 
charge of Senator Talbot, of Lacombe, 
and R. H, MeBlroy, M/P.1. for Carle- 
ton County, Ontario, representing the 
live stock department of the Canada 
Colonization Company. 

The company is of a co-operative 
nature, and was formed as a result of 
a meeting of prominent stock men and 
farmers, ‘which was held in Ottawa 
last fall, with Senator Talbot, Andrew 
Broder, M.P. Dundas County; cC, R. 
McEwen, M.P.P., chief whip of the 
Ontario government; and jR, .H. Mee 
Elroy, M.PJP., Carleton County, 38 
chief director. It was felt (by those 
interested in the cattle ‘business in On- 
turio that it was suffering from a lack 
of sufficient pasturage, while in parts 
of the west, much valuable fodder was 
yearly going to waste. In-view of this, 
and with the co-operation of the Al- 
herta Department of Agriculture, W, 
F, Stevens, live stock commissioner, 
the Ontario and, Dominion’ govern- 


ments, it was thought feasible to as- 
sist both the cattle men of the east 
and west at the same time, by bring- 
ing here many young heifers, which 
are now sacrificed in Ontario at too 
young an age and placing them on 
the ranges, 
Select Vermilion Valley. 
The territory selected was in the 


Vermilion valley, where about half a 
million acres have ‘been set aside for 
this purpose, and the object of bring- 
ing these men, who are mostly reeves 
of townships or anen’bers of county 
coulcus an the ast, to see the pro- 
perly is that they may be in a posi- 
tion to lay the matter before the 
smaller local co-operative unions, 
which it has been , deemed wise to 
have organized, that the cattle neces- 
sary for the ranges may ‘be maintain- 
ed. Through this plan it is hoped to 
be able to keep up and to increase the 
meat export trade of Panada to the 
Old ‘Country. 

The present party is the fifth that 
has ‘been shown the property.

Every Locality in Canada to 
be Recruiting Head- 
quarters 


50,000 MEN IN ACTIVE 
TRAINING AT PRESENT 


Expected That Before Win- 
ter is Over Will Be 
70,000 


OTTAWA, Oct. 17.—Plans for the 
recruiting, training and quartering of 
the soldiers in Canada durihg the 
coming winter were discussed at a 
conference held at militia headquar+ 
ters here yesterday between the min- 
ister of militia and the various dis- 
trict officers commanding and the 
militia council, The plan suggested 
by the minister of militia some days 
ago of making practically every lo- 
cality in Canada a recruiting head- 
quarters, with the men raised local- 
ly, to be locally quartered and trained 
during the winter, was endorsed at 
the conference and arrangements 
were made for carrying it into effect, 
Any local centre which recrults 26 
men or more for overseas service will 
be entitled to have these men, billeted 
there for the winter and trained un- 
der the officers in charge of the lo- 


cal units being raised. 
Territorial areas corresponding to 
the present regimental or battalion 


areas will be established in all parts 
of Canada ang officers appointed to 
take charge of recruiting, billeting, 
training, etc., within these areas, In 
the centres where the troops are now 
organized and training they will be 
wil quartered amd rationed together, 
as already arranged for, but in the 
smaller centres, where new units ate 
being raised, the men will be billeted 
in private houses or wherever the 
before the winter is over there will 
tained. The loca) territorial area of- 
ficer commanding will be responsible 
for all such arrangements, for discip- 
line payment ,etc. In future, all 
payments to the men and to meet the
